AMERICAN OYSTER 
U. S. HOTEL MEN are taking the lead 


to prove that the world is an American oys­ 
ter. The prophecy that the expanding U. S. 


econom y to thrive must spill over into for­ 


eign fields, as did the British a century 
ago, is finding fulfillment in the expanding 
international operations of leading U. S. 


hotel chains. 
Already established in P u e r t o Rico, 
Madrid, London, and various Latin Amer­ 
ican countries. American hostelries a r e 
currently being built in Istanbul, and Cai­ 


ro, Mexico City and Acapulco. One c o m- 
pany is contemplating a big Canadian 


splurge. 
One reason U. S. hotels are blazing the 
w ay for increasing Am erican investment 
abroad is eagerness of the host countries 
to have them com e in. It has been discov­ 
ered that where there is an American hos­ 
telry there are Am erican tourists, 
a n d 
w here there are tourists there are dollars. 


AIR ACADEMY 
AMERICAN experience in two world 
w ars has strikingly demonstrated the value 
of the service academ ies. Trained leader­ 
ship is nowhere more essential than in bat­ 
tle. Now, when air power is being relied 
upon increasingly in strategic planning, an 
acad em y dedicated to the training of air 
officers has a new appeal. 
Existing practice has been 
to assign 
one-fourth of the officers turned out at 
West Point and Annapolis to the Air Force. 
Expanding needs m ake it necessary either 
to enlarge the facilities of the two acad­ 
em ies, or to create a new training center 
for air officers exclusively. 
The House of R epresentatives has ap­ 
proved the latter course, and it is expect­ 
ed the Senate will concur. 
Actual construction of the Air A cadem y, 
if authorized, will probably take 
several 
years. In fact, it would not be surprising 


if m any months of wrangling will precede 
selection of a sue. 


A YANKEE INVASION 
IT IS REPORTED that staid old British 
hotel m anagers, addicted to their tradi­ 
tional w ays for man} generations, are be­ 
ing jolted out of their rut by American 
competition. Because of the tourist rush to 
Britain and Europe, American capital and 
m anagem ent have been getting deeper into 
the overseas field. They introduced such 
innovations as telephones and radios in ev­ 
ery rdom. 
Am erican corporations are building or 
taking over three large London hotels in 
which all the customary American gadg­ 
ets will be installed. To meet the com peti­ 
tion, British hotel owners are planning to 
com prom ise by providing some American 
gadgets and food. 


Our system of government differs from 
that of most European countries in that it 
is based on a strictly two-party s y s t e m - 
one in power, one in opposition. 
In such a country as France, there are 
numerous sm all parties. When it is n eces­ 
sary to “form a governm ent,’* a 
phrase 
not usable in this country where the Presi­ 
dent is elected, the prospective 
Prem ier 
negotiates among the various parties, allo­ 
cating seats in his Cabinet, and when he is 
assured of enough votes in the National A s­ 
sem bly to produce a majority, he takes of­ 
fice. In the Communist countries, only one 
party exists and the 
government repre­ 
sents that party. 
Efforts to produce a bipartisan govern­ 
ment in the United States have failed in 
time of war as well es peace. The closest 
to it w as the bipartisan coalition during the 
Truman Administration 
led by Senator 
Robert A. Taft and Senator Harry F. 
Byrd. This, however, never produced a 
union oi parties; actually it represented a 
split in each party. 
Prior to General Eisenhower’s nom ina­ 
tion, there w as something of an idea that 
he might be nominated by both 
parties. 
Nothing cam e of that because it is unnat­ 
ural in our political system . Instead, the 
Dem ocratic Partv carne under the control 
of the A.D.A. group. The quarrels in the 
Dem ocratic Convention and d u r i n g the 
election cam paign disappeared in the pres­ 
ent session of Congress. The D em ocrats are 
not split between a pro-Eisenhower a n d 
anti-Eisenhower clique. The D em ocratic 
Party is united in its intent upon winning 
the 1954 Congressional Election. 
The Republicans are split between those 
supporters of the President who feel, as he 
apparently does, that there is still a pros­ 
pect of a bipartisan coalition in support of 
the President’s legislative program a n d 
those who believe that if they hit hard, they 
m ay win enough seats in the 1954 cam paign 
to have a working majority in the Con­ 
gress. 
The Lincoln Birthday week has develop­ 
ed into a campaigning operation a m o n g 
Republicans to win elections. The celebra­ 
tions are now scattered over a week or so 
and the Republican National Committee 
provides distinguished speakers. This year, 
for instance, the largest number of re­ 
quests were for the presence of Senator Mc- 
earthy. 
At these m eetings, held in every part of 
I the country, the audience has no desire to 
listen to stuffed-shirt speeches. They want 
inspirational speeches to stir their souls 
and to give them the opportunity to cheer 
a n i shout. It is a wonderful occasion for 
Republican Party m em bers, just as t h e 
Jackson Day dinners do the sam e for the 
Dem ocrats. The speakers of both parties 
, attack the other party. Why Sam Rayburn 
and Stuart Symington should suddenly be­ 
com e sensitive about this kind of speech- 
making is a little surprising, because they 
have done plenty of it them selves in t h e 
course of their careers. 
The issue raised is that som e Republi­ 
cans called all D em ocrats traitors, which, 
of course, never happened. It must be a s­ 
sum ed that what really got under their 
I skins is that Sherm an Adams, the P resi­ 
dent’s Chief-of-Staff, used the p h r a s e , 
"Fear D eal.” Politically, it is a devastat­ 
ing phrase. It could win an election. No­ 
body has done better with words since 
Franklin D. Roosevelt died and Sam Ros- 
enm an and Robert Sherwood ceased to coin 
telling, fighting, annihilating phrases.

As chil­ 
dren today discover by themselves 
how to make mud-pies, so early 
man probably started to make mud 
pots. Perhaps he noticed that his 
footprints in the moist clay at the 
edge of a stream held w ater—when I 
the sun came out and 
dried the 
clay, the clay was hard and held 
its shape.

Early man needed containers for 
holding fruit, nuts, and such food 
as he found. Somehow he discover­ 
ed that he could interweave weeds 
to form baskets. He may have got- j 
ten this idea from birds n e s t s . 
Needing containers for water too— j 
and recalling that 
his 
footprints 
held water, he plastered the inside 
of his baskets with clay. Soon he , 
discovered that, he could heat water 
by dropping hot rocks into them. 
^ O n e day he may have placed 
a 
clay lined backet too close to the 
fire, the weeds burned away leav­ 
ing a hardened clay shell. This dis­ 
covery of the effect of heat on clay 
is said to be the origin of pottery 
making. 
There are three classifications of 
pottery. Earthenware pottery is the 
kind made by the 
American In­ 
dians. It is soft, porous, and un­ 
glazed. Stoneware 
might 
be 
de­ 
s c r i b e d 
as porcelain of 
inferior 
Equality This type of w are is fired 
a t a higher tem perature than earth­ 
enware and as a result is harder, 
denser, and quite impervious to 
water. Porcelain is fired at t h e 
highest tem perature of all our clay 
products. This type is extremely 
hard, completely v i t r e o u s , or 
glassy. It is made for sm aller prod­ 
ucts such as dishes. It is translu­ 
cent. 
Brick, tile, and terra cotta are 
• classed in the clay product group. 
The pottery group produces arti­ 
cles 
such 
as dishes, 
Insulators, 
dental porcelain, chemical appara­ 
tus, and many articles of utility 
and art. 
East Liverpool is known as the 
pottery center of America. It was 
settled by Thomas Faucet! in 1798. 
It was called Faucettstown u n t i l 
I860, when the name was changed 
to Liverpool because so many of 
• the settlers came from the English 
pottery city. Jam es Bennett, a pot­ 
ter from 
Staffordshire, 
England 
settled East Liverpool’s future. His 
first output was mugs, bowls, and 
teapots 
which 
were distributed 
through the country by peddlers. 
Since then many changes have tak ­ 
en place in the industry. W h i t e , 
ivory, and other colors have sup­ 
planted the early crude y e l l o w . 
Modern designs have replaced the 
pioneer patterns. The Hall C h i n a 
• plant in East Liverpool, largest 
and most modern pottery today, 
employs 800 people when working 
at capacity.’ 
In the Historical Museum at East 
Liverpool hang 12 oil paintings de­ 
picting the city’s pottery industry 
from its inception to the present 
day. Jam es Bennett’s first wares, 
pottery wheels and jiggers, are on 
display. His “ Rockingham Teapot” 
and “ Rebeccah at the Well” , which 
ha 
copied by every other 
potter, are today real 
collector s 
items. Today the output of East 
Liverpool area is greater than any 
other region of similar size in the 
w orld.

Volcanic glass is found in m a n y

The 
Western Indians used it for making 
knives, scrapers, and tips on a r­ 
rows.

The Fostoria Glass Co., lo­ 
cated in Moundsville, W. Va., Was 
started in Fostoria. Fostoria w a s 
chosen because of particularly low 
gas rate. The hand blowers were 
Frenchmen. After a few years this 
source of fuel supply became ex­ 
tinct. The factory was moved to its 
present location, carrying the name 
of the Ohio town with it.

Teen-Agers Are Important; 
Just Ask One lf You Doubt

Never underestimate the im por­ 
tance of a teen-ager. 
This is the period which has been 
defined as “ the age when daughter 
knows best,” when parents are 
mere old fogies, and when the 
world is a big, beautiful, show win­ 
dow of lipsticks, 
bebop records, 
shirts, skirts and dance dresses. 
The present era also might be 
known as the golden age of teens, 
who, with their younger sisters and 
brot if T"s, now constitute one of the 
country’s most important consumer 
groups. 
Since 
big 
business 
dis­ 
covered the staggering total of 
school children’s spending, these 
junior tycoons have been the object 
of national advertising campaigns, 
special departments in stores, vast 
publishing ventures and concen­ 
trated merchandising plans beam ­ 
ed toward extracting the pennies 
from their piggy banks. 
This year American school chil­ 
dren are spending about 70 million 
dollars a week, estimates Lester 
Rand, president of the Youth Re­ 
search Institute. The agency spe­ 
cializes in surveying tastes, opin­ 
ions and resources of young people. 
Rand says: 
“ Elementary 
and 
high 
school 
children thus are spending at an 
all-time record tate of about 3Vfc 
billion dollars a year.” 
These figures represent only the 
money spent by the youngsters 
themselves, and do not include ex­ 
penditures for c’othing and food, 
usually purchased by the parents. 


But any parent knows 
that 
the 
young fry of the family also ex­ 
ercise a strong voice in the selec­ 
tion of these basic items. Few 
mothers would dare pick out a new 
dress for a teen-age daughter w ith­ 
out taking the young lady along 
to make her own choice. 
My own teen-age daughter is, I 
think, typical of her age group 
throughout the country. Thanks to 
baby-sitting jobs and paid house­ 
hold chores around her own home, 
she 
is 
seldom 
without 
folding 
money in her wallet, which also 
bulges with snapshots, identifica­ 
tion cards and lists of phone num­ 
bers. 
She collects blouses and skirts 
like another generation used to col­ 
lect seashells and butterflies. Her 
record 
collection 
overfows 
into 
every room of the house. She also 
collects miniature animals (por­ 
celain, wood or stuffed) and col­ 
lege pennants. Most of this she 
buys with her own money. And her 
total expenditure for a year prob­ 
ably would surprise even her long­ 
suffering parents. 
It’s small wonder that a whole 
new stratum of merchandising ha 
grown up in the last decade, aimed 
directly at the teens and sub teens. 
There are today dozen of m aga­ 
zines for each age group, including 
the pre-school tots who haven’t 
learned to read. (These do their 
selling via pictures.) There are 
special TV7 and radio programs for 
them, a vast group of skilled sales­ 
men and women specially trained 
to sell to the younger generation.

Research now under way at Ohio 
State University in one of 15 studies 
dewing with the heart and circu­ 
latory system may produce a new 
chemical test for heart dam age. 
No chemical method of diag­ 
nosing heart ailments — or of 
measuring effect of treatm ent— 
now exists, and such a develop­ 
ment would be a significant con­ 
tribution to medical science. 
The investigation is not com­ 
plete. however, and the Ohio State 
researchers cannot yet predict the 
final 
outcome 
of their 
studies, 
which began as a fundamental in­ 
vestigation of the way the b o d y 
handles salt and water. 
Prim ary objective of the study 
w as to contribute to the understand­ 
ing of the salt-restricted diet, often 
prescribed for heart patients. Un­ 
der the direction of Dr. Leo Sapir- 
stein of the department of physiol­ 
ogy, the researchers have studied 
how salt and water are distributed 
through the body, how’ the body re ­ 
sponds, and how the kidneys elim ­ 
inate these substances.

Under revisions in Ohio’s elec­ 
tion laws, which became effective 
Jan. I, and many of which will ac­ 
crue to the benefit of the voter di­ 
rectly, civilians outside the conti­ 
nental U nited States will be allowed 
to apply for absent voters’ ballots 
sixty days before an election, in­ 
stead of thirty days. 
The reason we are pleased that 
the General Assembly accepted this 
recommendation is obvious when 
we trace the time-experlding, step- 
bv-step requirem ents for such a 
voter. Let us use the wife of a serv­ 
ice man as an example—to receive 
a ballot and get it back to her home 
county in time for it to be included 
in the count: 
If Jane Doe is overseas she does 
not automatically receive ballots to 
vote. I) She writes a letter to the 
Board of Elections in Aer h o m e 
county r e q u e s t i n g application 
forms. 2) The Clerk of th f Board 
mails the application. 3) Jane Doe 
completes 
the 
application 
and 
mails it. 4) lf the application is in 
order, the Clerk sends the ballots. 
5) Jane Doe 
m arks the 
ballots, 
takes oath on the identification en­ 
velope, and malls the ballots back 
to the Board of Elections.
